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Pulp And Paper 
Industry Booming 


The South's fast-growing 
pulp and paper industry 
is pumping more than two 
billion dollars a year to 
the economy of the thir- 
teen Southern sfites, ac- 
cording toa ney econo 
mic survey by Southern 
Forest Institute, Atlanta, 
Ga, 

“THe pulp and paper in- 
dustry purchased more 
than one billion dollars 
worth of pulpwood from 
private landowners last 
year, and its annual pay- 
roll was another $1,09 bil- 
lion,”’ explained Southern 
Forest Institute executive 
vice-president George E, 
Kelly, ‘‘Combined, the in- 
dustry accounted for $2,099 
billion added to the econo- 
mic well-being of this re- 
gion--nearly $35 for every 
man, woman and child in 
the South,”’ 

Since 1968, the survey 
showed, ten new pulp and 
paper mills have been bulit, 
bringing to 110 the number 
of mills now in the South, 
Another four mills are now 
under construction, The 
mills and associated manu- 
facturing operations em- 
ploy almost 127 thousand 
workers and have a com- 
bined daily pulp and paper 
making capacity of more 
than 84 thousand tons, 

In addition, the econo- 
mic survey showed almost 
two thousand professional 
foresters are currently 
employed by the pulp and 
paper industry managing 
its 32 million acres of 
Southern forest land to 
growrepeated harvests of 
trees, one of nature’s few 
renewable resources, Last 
year, the industry planted 
more than 455 million new 
trees and supplied an add- 
itional 38 million seedlings 
to private landowners to 
help provide forests for 


tomorrow, 
Besides growing wood 
for more than five thou- 


sand different kinds of pro- 
ducts, forests also provide 
natural beauty, supply 
wildlife habitat, help con- 
trol erosion, protect wa- 
tersheds, offer recreation- 
al opportunities, and pro- 
vide oxygen for clean, fresh 
air in the battle against 

pollution, 

Of special interest, Kelly 
noted, is the pulp and pa- 
per industry’s activities in 
the areas of recreation and 
wildlife management on its 
land, According tothe sur- 
vey, more than 27 million 
acres, of industry-owned 
forest land in the South 
are open to the public for 
hunting, fishing, and other 
outdoor recreation, Ap- 
proxiametly two million 
700 thousand acres of fo- 
rests are being managed 
in cooperation with various 
state wildlife agencies in 
organized wildlife manage- 
ment areas,. And 267 com- 
pany forest recreation 
areas have been extablish- 
ed throughout the South for 
public use, 

“*Since 1968, the last year 
we made a major econo- 
mic survey, pulpwood pur- 
chasés by the South’s pulp 
and paper industry have 
risen 24 percent, total em- 
ployment has increased se- 
ven percent, and annual 
payrolls are up 24 per- 
cent,’ Kelly said. 

“These figures repre- 
sent major accomplish- 
ments of an industry which 
is here to stay, trans- 
forming a basic, renewable 
resource-trees-into useful 
products, and at the same 
time providing jobs, pay- 
rolls and other economic 
benefits to communities th- 
roughout the South,’’

The paunchy , 42 year 
old father of twins has bea- 
ten heart attack, the num- 
ber one killer in the United 
States, 

However, outside the 
coronary care unit where 
he’s a patient, more than 
half of the 670,000 esti- 
mated heart attack victims 
this year will die without 
getting to a hospital that 
can give them special coro- 
nary care,

Let's talk... 


ABOUT OUR TEENS 
By Jack Brunson 


You have probably made or heard the statement, 
“‘Teen-agers have certainly changed since the time 


I was growing up,.”’ 


On the other 


hand parents 


_ and adults have changed, in many instances, as much 
if not more, than teen-agers have changed. This 
is one of the reasons I obtained this series of art- 
icles for publication in an effort to communicate 
with as many parents as possible, The title of this 
series could just as easily be changed to ‘‘Let’s 


Talk About Parents,’’ 


Today's Subject: “Chief Cause for Teen Problems" 


This is No. 2 in my series on teeenagers. Today I‘d like to talk 
about the most important causes involving teens getting into 


trouble. 


The Juvenile Officer of a large county recently was asked in afi 
interview what he felt were the chief reasons for youngsters getting 
into trouble. Evidently he didn‘t have to search back very far into 
his memory because he immediately replied as follows: 


1. Broken homes 


2. Little or no church attendance 


3. School drop-out 


In national statistics I find these reasons are mentioned 
frequently among the top ten. Others on the list might also interest 


our readers. Some of them are: 


* Home life which involves frequent partying by parents 
*Father away from home a lot, or deceased 

*Parents who are heavy drinkers 

* Parents who pay little or no attention to what the teens are 


doing in their leisure time 


There are many others which contribute to the teen situation as 
it stands today. Of course, we in this department do not profess to 
be marriage counselors, but let's talk about number (1) for a 
moment from the basic, horse-sense standpoint. The problem of the 
broken home has been growing steadily since WW 2. No outsider, 
out of the family, can understand fully what causes any specific 
home to break up, but it would seem all of us could exercise an 
influence of wholesome good on a friend or neighbor we know is 
contemplating divorce. There are so many small ways a friend can 
assist when another is at the turning point in his marriage. 
Sometimes, just letting the person know that you hold marriage in 
high regard causes the one in “troubled waters” to take another 
look at the whole problem he seems to be facing. And, this just 
might be enough to cause reconsideration. The most important 
thing is, when there are children involved, nothing should be left 
undone to encourage maintaining the home and family. Too many 
times, knowingly or inadvertently, we encourage the break up of a 
home and family with a casual remark that only kindles the flame 
that has already started. Huw gratifying it is to feel you have 
helped someone keep his marriage together, rather than encourage 


divorce! 


Problem (2), involving little or no church attendance, is a 
much easier one to cope with for all of us. If there are young 
children in the home NOW is the time to start regular church at- 
tendance, no matter what denomination. If there are teens in the 
home, and the parent has not insisted on church attendance, it is 
NEVER TOO LATE, I am told. A person may not believe in 
everythiiig a church teaches or stands for, but there is one truth 
that is always there; no children, or for that matter, no adults, have 
ever been encouraged in a life of crime while attending church 
services! So, parents are well advised to see to it that their children 
get to church often. The experts say TAKE your children to church, 
don't SEND them. And, this looks like a pretty good rule for all of 
us because parental example is so very important when raising 


children. 


Problem (3), the school drop-out is one with far reaching 
causes and effects. Surely no one could come up with a one 
paragraph solution. However, it has long been a fact proved many 
times over that the child who drops out of school is almost sure to 
have many problems in life even if he doesn’t get into ‘trouble 
with the law’’. A good starting point, if you have a teen showing 
drop—out potential, would be to make certain all available in- 
formation on the results of dropping out be brought to the child’s 
attention. The public library is a fine source for statistics on school 
drop—outs. In pondering what route to take parents might just 
consider a good old fashioned trip ‘to the woodshed’’. So many, 
many timesnow wefind, in getting down tobasic facts with a teen in 
trouble, he has NEVER been MADE to do anything he didn’t WISH 
to do! In short, he has never been impressed with the fact that there 
is a higher power than himself in his home. A child that has been 
allowed this way of life in his family has a rude awakening when he 
goes out into the world. His parents certainly have not done him a 


favor in permissiveness! 


It is pitiful to see this type of child brought into an office of law 
enforcement. He expects to have his way here too, only to find to his 
dismay, other people’s rights MUST be considered, ~ 

If it ever becomes necessary for this or any law enforcement 
agency to work with your teen, rest assured everything will be done 
to help him or her to get back on the right pach. YOU, as parents, 
determine at what point we must start to accomplish this task! In 
any event, your cooperation with law enforcement officers in 
upholding the laws can only be a factor for GOOD in the long run for
